which were of perpetual recurrence in 
those times he encountered the Connl 
de Lourain in a pitched battle, and, so 
rnns the story, in tho first onset Oolit 
Maillard lost both his eyes. He ordered 
his esquire to take him into the thickest 
ot the fight, aad, furiously brandishing 
his mallet, did ench fetirfnl execution 
that victory soon declared itself for him 


When Robert of France heard of these 


feats at arms, be lavished favor; ant 
honors upon Colin, and so great was 
the fame of the exploit that it was com- 
memorated in the pantomimic repre- 
sentations that formed part of tbe inde 
dramatic performances of the age. By 
degrees the children learned to act it 
for themselves, and it took the form oi 
a familiar sport. 


The blindfolded pursuer, as, with 


bandaged eyes and extended hands, he 
gropes for a victim to pounce upon, 
seems in some degree to repeat the ac- 
tion of Colin Maillard, the tradition oi 
which is also traceable in the name, 
blind man's blnff.—Philadelphia Press

SIGHT BOTB I,AW. 


Assembly bill No. 17 preioribea;«igbt 


boars as ttie limit for a legal day's 
work ia Nevada. We have uot seen a 
copy of tbe bill bat from nti article in 
the News, infer that it refers only to 
labor in mines and reduction works. 
The N>w> has an exhaustive article on 
tbe subject in which it argues the in- 
advisability of the enactment of the 
law. Wuile the JOURNAL does 
not 


fully agree with the Carson paper in all 
of its viewe, it indorses its main con- 
claaion that the question of hours and 
compensation will, if left alone, regn- 
late itself on a fair and equitable basis. 
We believe that the matter, if left to 
the miners and laborers in reduction 
works would be in opposition to th« 
passage of the law. The conditions in 
Nevada at the present time are not 
favorable for sach legislation. There 
are hundreds of idla meu, experienced 
aud competent miners, who 
would 


jump at the chance for work at tbe 
present hours and wages, and, in our 
opinion, such chances would be materi- 
ally lessened by such limitation as ia 
proposed in the above mentioned bill. 
There are bat few paying mining 
properties at present in Nevada and 
diminution of the hours of labor would 
naturally be followed by a propor- 
tionate reduction of wa?es, or eUe 
anon discouragement of prospecting 
mioiuing operations as would ma- 
terially lessen the places to be filled 
by those who depend upca that kind 
of labor for support. We believe that 
the Miners' Union nud other labor 
organizitions can baudle this matter 
better than the Legislature. When 
deep mining was being prosecuted on 
the Comstook and when miners had to 
contend with hot air and water, the 
shifts were only of '.eight hours dura- 
tion, although ti.ere was no law regu- 
lating the time or wagep, and we 
question whether there is u miner in 
Nevada to-day who would not prefer to 
work ten hours at the same wages in a 
dry and moderate temperatured mine, 
than eight hours in (he beat and wet, 
such as prevailed in the lower levels 
of the Gold Hill and Virginia mines 
at that time. 


A practical illustration of tbe work- 


ing or mjch a law a» ia proposed is 
. noticeable in Utah. Although there are 


man/ more pa} ing mining propeities 
iu operation in that State than in Ne- 
vada the wages there are from two to 
two and a half dollars per day, while 
hera tbey average from three to four. 


While tbo pritu-.iple embodied in the 


Assembly bill ia ,ill right, aud would 
work satisfactorily under 
favorable 


conditions, suoh favorable conditions 
do not exist at tho present time in Ne- 
vada. We are confident that uiue- 
tenths of tbe miners in the State 
would prefer to work tan hours at the 
prasent wages than eight at twenty 
per cent reduction, and we further- 
more believe there would be employ- 
ment for more men under the present 
hours and wages (ban under tbe pro- 
visions of the propospd ftitute. 


SOME of the Stewart organs are whin- 


ing because .Allusions are occasionally 
made, after the election is over, to tbe 
methods by which

effected.

over, and doubtless Alger, Eagan ana 
their fellow conspirators are bagel;

There should be a bill intro- 
duced and passed by our legislature 
making it a felony for a railroad com- 
pany to rob Nevada passengers bj 
charging them double the fares that 
are exacted from the people of other 
States on tbe lines of their systems.

THE WATER. AN OUGHT QUESTION, 


A Subitltute Propoicd For A«embly 


Bill No 38. 


A substitute for Assembly bill No 38 


has been proposed, and if endorsed by 
a majority of the City Council, will ba 
gent to the Washoe delegation with a 
recommendation that it be substituted 
for tbe one notjv pending.in tbe Assem- 
bly. It differs from bill No. 38 in tbe 
following provision embodied in Sec- 
tion 1: 


"If within ten .days after the ap- 


proval of this act by tbe Governor the 
Reno Water, Land and Light Company, 
a corporation, shall in writing submit 
to the City Council of the Oity_pf 
Reno the price and tbe terms and o«n- 
ditions of the payment thereof which 
it will accept from the City of Reno 
for its complete system of waterworks, 
electric lighting system, and gas plant 
and system, each separately and in- 
cluding every pirt and appurtenance 
thereof, the said City Council shall call 
H special election to submit the ques- 
tions of tbe purchase of the said prop- 
erties to the election of the City of 
Reno as provided in this Act." 


The bill further provides that if the 


Water and Light Company should sub- 
mit price, terms, etc., tbe City Council 
shall call a special election at which 
shall be decided the question of ac- 
ceptance or rejection of the proposal. 
If the said company fails to submit 
tbe proposala then the Act is to be of 
no effect. 
1C tbe company submits 


proposals which are ratified at tbe 
special election and afterwards refuse 
or Wls to convey the property as 
agreed upon, it will be held responsi- 
ble to tbe city in the amount named 
in tbe proposals. 


It strikes us that the substitute bill 


is fair and just to all concerned. It 
enables tUe Water and Light Company 
to set its own price upon its property, 
and enables the citizens to vote under- 
standing!/ upon the question which 
they could not do under tbe provisions 
of the original bill. The JOURNAL does 
not know at the present writing what 
action tbe City Council will take upon 
tbe bill, but will be able to furnish the 
information 
before tbe paper 
goes 


to press.

In general the destruction of wealth 


is a social as well as nn individual loss. 
Tbe wealth that is used np in riotous 
living is diverted from better uses. Ex- 
travagance is not necessarily luxury. 
The niero transfer of wealth from one 
hand to auotbcr does uot involve de 
Etrnoticm. Consumption means using 
up. When a nation spends $250,000 for 
a great picture, tbe wealth is not de< 
otroyed; it is simply transferred. When 
tbe jubilee plunger ran through $2,500,- 
COO in 12 calendar months, the wealth 
of the world was diminished only by 
the amount of it he and tboso who 
sponged on him put down their throats 
and otherwise wantonly destroyed. In 
BO far as it was simply transferred to- 
others to whom be paid extravagant 
prices, it was not destroyed. 


To give high prices for articles which 


are rare is not necessarily luxury, for 
the piice find the rare edition or the old 
master both remain.
